Special Town Meeting November 13 


By CHRISTINE KENNEY

WILMINGTON -_ The 
Finance Committee unani- 
mously voted to recommend 
the approval of article 1 at 
Special Town Meeting on 
November 13. The article 
requests town meeting 
approve the request to pur- 
chase part of the St. 
Dorothy’s property for 
approximately $1.7 million. 

Hull explained that he 
received a call in late 
February from the 
Archdiocese of Boston sug- 
gesting the town consider 
purchasing the land. After 
hiring an agency to conduct 
an environmental assess- 
ment, Hull explained there 
appeared to be no contami- 
nation or conservation 
issues with the property. In 
fact, he described the land 
as “high and dry.” 

“These types of properties 
really don’t come around a 
lot...particularly now that 
the property continues to be 
developed and redeveloped 
in Wilmington,” Hull said. 

The Board of Selectmen 
signed a purchase and sale 
agreement in August. Hull 
reached out to an appraiser 
to see if the $1.7 million ask- 
ing price was reasonable 
and learned that the proper- 
ty was worth anywhere from 
$150,000 to $200,000 more. 

One outstanding question 


that remains unanswered is 
how the town will use the 
land if town meeting 
approves the purchase. 

“There’s no use we have in 
mind,” Hull said. He did, 
however, list several poten- 
tial options: 

*A new town and school 
administration building 

Athletic field space 

eAn expanded elderly serv- 
ices center 

eAdditional space _ cere- 
monies 

°A fire substation 

He also noted that the 
funds for the property would 
come out of the town’s $14 
million reserve if it’s 
approved, and that the pur- 
chase would not take any 
property off the tax roll. 

Hearing attendee Jim 
Mangano asked why the 
church was selling the prop- 
erty. No representative from 
the archdiocese was present 
at the meeting. Mangano 
explained he placed a bid on 
the project, which he later 
said was “hundreds of dol- 
lars” more than what the 
town was offering. He sug- 
gested the church might be 
selling due to “law suits.” 

Hull said Mangano would 
need to speak with a repre- 
sentative from the archdio- 
cese to get more information 
about why the land is for 
sale.

Wilmington has always had 
many Carter families; all 
descended from _ Rev. 
Thomas Carter, first minis- 
ter in Woburn, ordained in 
1642. He had arrived from 
London in 1635. 

Rev. Carter was in Woburn 
a quarter-century before 
anyone settled in what was 
to become Wilmington. 
Being in the area for 375 
years, the family has a great 
many descendants with

many surnames. 

One memorable Carter 
was Willis “Pip” Carter, who 
lived opposite the East 
School on Woburn Street in 
the late 1800s and early 
1900s. A jack-of-all-trades, 
he was a talented woodwork- 
er who built.a couple of vio- 
lins and a banjo clock. He 
was a carpenter, and worked 
on the construction of the 
Grange Hall, which stood on 
Wildwood Street. 

His branch of the family 
had settled at 500 Woburn St. 
quite early in Wilmington’s 
history. His grandfather was 
Jonathan Carter, who start- 
ed a_ store in North 
Wilmington. That business 


has only been sold 
twice, the first time 
to Buck Bros. in the 
1880s, and the sec- 
ond time to Elia’s in 
1956. The Elias built 
a new store, but it is 
still a continuation 
of the same busi- 
ness. 

Pip Carter was 
born to Henry L. 
and Lottie Carter on 
July 12, 1877. It was 
Henry who sold the 
store to the Bucks. 

Jonathan Carter 
had several siblings. 
Among them was 
William Henry 
| Carter, known as 
“Bill Hen 1,” there 
being a younger 
man of the same 
name in town. He 
lived on High Street 
in the white colonial 
now known as the 
Perdicaro home. 
Another brother, 
Cyrus Carter, lived 
at the corner of High 
and Middlesex 
Avenue. It was his 
widow who started the 
Sarah D.J. Carter lecture 
series. Both served on the 
Board of Selectmen about 
the time of the Civil War. 

Pip Carter’s son-in-law, 
Walter Benson wrote about 
him in a letter to Capt. Larz 
Neilson many years ago. 
Benson and his wife Mabel 
lived diagonally across the 
Woburn Street from “Pip.” 

He said that when the town 
was preparing for its 200th 
anniversary, a committee 
was putting markers on all 
the old houses with a date of 
construction. Henrietta 
Swain approached “Pip”, 
who was her cousin, about 
putting a sign on his house. 


Willis Carter was known as “Pip” 


They found the age of his 
house, but could find no 
deed. It had been given by 
the Swains for him to live for 


his lifetime. 
Benson then wrote about 
the old East School. 


“Perhaps I might add that 
the only education that 
Willis ever had was in the 
first three grades in that 
school. Why he stopped, I do 
not know. I have seen his 
handwriting, and he wrote a 
beautiful hand. He was 
smart, and it seems he could 
do most anything. Children 
from all over town — 
Reading, too — came to him 
for bicycle repairs. I believe 
there were one or two ship 
models of whaling vessels 
he made. He had spent a 
year on a whaling vessel out

of Newburyport. 

“He also made two violins. 
One in particular had, good 
sound. I heard him, many 
times _ playing country 
music, all self-taught,” 
Benson wrote. I found 
among his things . books 
which self-taught him _the 
fife and violins. L» » never, 
heard much about the fate; 
though. 

I was told he could ‘goin 
his woodlot and estimate 
how many board feet of Ium- 
ber was in any given- tree. 
How that is done is: -beyond 
me. ! 

Now to come back to. the 
East School. The town want- 
ed land to build this school: 
It was given to the town by 
the Carters with the stipula- 
tion that the land would 
revert to the Carters when 
that school terminated. But 
there was no deed, just a 
word of mouth pig il 
Needless to say, it was 
for there was no deé a 
prove it. The East Schdol, 
one of a half-dozen former 
one-room schoolhouses - in 
Wilmington, is now a priate 
residence. ee 

“Pip” Carter died on'Sept. 
2, 1929 at age 52. Several 
years ago, a developer tore 
down his house and built a 
subdivision. The only fefer- 
ence to. the Carters -is’that 
the road, Henry L. Drive; 
was named after Pip’ 8 
father, Henry L. Carter,

* Use only decorative lights 
tested for safety by a recog- 
nized testing laboratory: 
Check lights for broken oF 
cracked sockets, frayed’ oF 
bare wires, or loose connec: 
tions. Throw out capa 
sets. 

¢ Don't overload exe 
cords. 

e You need two clear woighs 
get out of your home in case 
of a fire or other emergen¢y, 
Make sure exits are <not 
blocked by decorations. ; | 


Costume Safety 
e If you buy a costume, make 
sure the label says “Flame 
Resistant.” Flame Resistant 
means the costume will bé 
hard to catch on fire and if it 
does, the fire will go out fastér.

doesn’t accidentally touch 
candles or open flames. ~** | 
* Use flame-resistant fabrics, 
such as polyester and nylon.

Artery/Tunnel Project was underway. Plans began to capi- 
talize on this prime downtown land and use it to enhance the 
experience for residents and visitors. Access to the water- 
front, South Boston, North End and Chinatown neighbor- 
hoods was dramatically improved and now the Greenway 
itself is a destination. The Greenway Conservancy was 
formed in 2008 and maintains the parks through donations, 
revenue and some state support. Arborists, landscape 
designers and community-based Work, Inc. come together 
to keep the space looking tip top. 

Positioned throughout the park when 
we visited, were seven artfully deco- 
rated pianos, part of the “Play Me, I’m 
Yours” Project, one of many rotating 
art installations in the Greenway.

A 12,000 square foot, 1.5 
story vacant metal industrial 
building and _ bituminous 
(coal) parking area will 
make way for a_ 139,000 
square foot Target retail 
store, with a new stormwater 
management infrastructure 
on 16.3 acres of industrial- 
zoned land in Wilmington.

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Pop Warner celebrates 50th 
anniversary in Wilmington

“WILMINGTON - Saturday 
night’s 50th Anniversary cel- 
ebration of Wilmington Pop 
Warner at the Crowne Plaza 
in Woburn was a chance for

Nothing could diminish the 
positive attitude filling the 
Middlesex Ballroom of the 
Crowne Plaza in Woburn on 
Saturday.

New England Association 
of Schools and Colleges 


By PAUL FEELY 


Several Middlesex East area school systems are considering 
forgoing a costly, time-consuming evaluation by the New 
England Association of Schools and Colleges, the regional 
accrediting agency also known as NEASC. 

School officials generally believe there's value in some sort 
of external review, and some are seeking alternatives. 

: - NEASC's Commission on Public Secondary Schools sets vol- 
untary standards for high schools and reviews them in a 10-year 
cycle to ensure they're providing a quality education. 

Janet Allison, the commission's executive director, said the 
research-based, peer-reviewed process provides both internal 
and external value: Working to meet the standards promotes 
_ real improvement in facilities and instruction, having an 

accredited high school gives a marketing boost to a communi- 
ty, and colleges use accreditation as shorthand to indicate 
- which applicants had a rigorous high school education. 

- The schools pay NEASC, a regional accreditation agency, an 
annual fee, last year, $3,100. The high school gets an evaluation 
every ten years which takes four days and is done by teachers 
and administrators. Certainly NOT building experts. In doing 
business within the state, NEASC needs to have a Certificate of 
Authority. The Secretary of the State's office said it does not. 

’ Research has revealed that Universities, including some of 


State University of New York, Holy Cross, and others inter- 
~ viewed have categorically denied that accreditation is a factor 
-considered in their admission process. 

The New England Association of Schools and Colleges 

- {NEASC) is the independent body that evaluates colleges and 
“universities in the six state New England region (Connecticut, 
-Maine, Massachusetts, New Hampshire, Rhode Island, and 

Vermont). The Commission consists of faculty and administra-

In Reading, school administrators have taken steps recently 
to try to control the number of projects each teacher must

Sean so that each project can be done effectively. 

A: School Committee meeting held October 7 addressed this 
issue, and the committee voted to follow recommendedations 
outlined in a letter from Reading Superintendent of Schools 
John Doherty. Like other superintendents in neighboring com- 
munities, he recommended that the Reading Public Schools 
suspend the upcoming expensive and time consuming accredi- 
tation process with NEASC until the process is updated and 
improved. 

Doherty wrote:

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READING MEMORIAL HIGH SCHOOL - The Reading School Committee ani suspended the accredita 


tion process with NEASC. 


(NEASC) is an independent Bie association that has 
been in existences since 1885. The NEASC accreditation 
process is currently used in 254 middle and high schools in 
Massachusetts and consists of a 12-18 month self-study based on 
the NEASC standards for accreditation, followed by a site visit 
by NEASC representatives. This process occurs approximately 
every 10 years. The last time Reading Memorial High School 
went through the NEASC process was in 2003, prior to the addi- 
tion and renovation of the facility. 

“Over the last several months, there has been significant dis- 
cussion among school districts about the concerns over the 
NEASC process. These concerns include, but are not limited to 
the amount of time needed for the self-study process, the 
expense associated with the self-study and the site visit, and the 
value of such a process in improving schools. The approximate 
cost of conducting the self-study and hosting a site visit will be 
approximately $25,000. 

“In March, 2013, several school districts, including Arlington, 
Bedford, Belmont, Brookline, Lexington, Lincoln-Sudbury, 
Newton, Weston, and Winchester, submitted a letter to NEASC 
expressing their concerns about the process (see attached). 
Their concerns focus on the fact that the value of the NEASC 
process has declined over the last several years and NEASC has 
failed to adapt to the new expectations and demands that 
schools now need to function. This past summer, I attended a 
meeting with several Massachusetts Superintendents where the 
discussion was similar in scope and there are several school 
districts who are considering whether or not they will continue 
with the NEASC process. 

“As a result of some of the conversations that I have been 
having with other school districts, I have been meeting with 
RMHS Principal Kevin Higginbottom, Assistant Superintendent 
for Learning and Teaching Craig Martin, and Director of 
Guidance Lynna Williams as to what our future direction should 
be with NEASC. Reading Memorial High School is scheduled 
to begin the self-study process this fall with a site visit planned 
in the spring of 2015. While we appreciate the history of NEASC 
in the Reading Public Schools, there is a concern about the 
amount of time and expense that would be needed to implement 
the NEASC process at a time when we are implementing sever- 
al initiatives at our high school including the Literacy and 
Mathematics Curriculum Frameworks, the new educator evalu- 
ation system, district determined measures, the A.L.I.C.E. 
enhanced lockdown system and the Massachusetts Tiered 
System of Support (MTSS). For example, this year over 70% of 
the available inservice and staff meeting time will be dedicated 
to the NEASC self-study process, limiting the amount of time 
necessary to properly implement the above initiatives. 

In addition, Director of Guidance Lynna Williams contacted 
several colleges and universities to inquire if accreditation has 
an effect on a student’s acceptance to a college or university. 
Out of the 47 schools that responded, 40 indicated that a school’s 
accreditation status is not a determining factor in college

acceptances and 4 schools (WPI, Holy Cross, UMass 
Dartmouth, and Westfield State) indicated that it may be a fae- 
tor if other areas in the school profile were of concern. The 3 
schools that expressed concern (Boston College, University of 
North Carolina at Chapel Hill, and UMass Boston) felt that not 
having accreditation may put students at a disadvantage when 
compared with students from accredited schools who have 
equal credentials. What is more of a factor in determining a 
student’s acceptance to a college is the quality of programming 
the high school has to offer, the rigorous curriculum and the 
student’s ability to reach the level of expectation through 
coursework and other indicators like the SAT. 

“There are some school districts who have already decided 
to take a position on the process. Burlington Public Schools has 
completely withdrawn from NEASC and the Newton Publit 
Schools has decided to suspend their self-study. Several other 
school districts are having similar conversations and I will be 
joining a steering committee of districts in working with 
NEASC to revise the process. 

“Therefore, based on the above information, I am reco 
mending that Reading Memorial High School suspend partici- 
pation in the NEASC self-study process until innovative 
changes can be implemented into the NEASC system which will 
benefit our staff and students. Our high school administration 
and I are committed to working with NEASC and other school 
districts to develop a_process.that is less time consuming, less

Whether it’s a light smat- 
tering of spots over the bridge 
of a person's nose or tiny 
spots covering his or her arms 
and legs, freckles are a reality 
for thousands of people. 
Despite their prevalence, 


‘many people are unsure just 


why freckles form or who is 
most likely to have them on 
their bodies, 

Freckles are spots on the 
skin that are produced from 
concentrations of melanin, 
which is the pigment in the 
skin that gives it its color. 
Freckles generally show up on 
people who have fair. skin. 
Melanin is derived from the 
amino acid tyrosine, which 
helps with protein production 
in the body. Melanin is usually 
a black-brown shade and is 
produced as a defense against 
the harmful UV rays of the 
sun.” 

In. the. body, the 
melanocortin 1 receptor on 
the MC1R gene helps produce 
melanin that tans the body. 
Variants of the MCiR gene 
will lead to freckles. Melanin 
is produced in two 
types:pheomelanin and eume- 
lanin. Individuals who prima- 
rily produce pheomelanin 
tend to have freckles. Freckles 
also are largely genetic, and 
some identical twins may 
have similar freckle patterns. 

There are two basic forms 


_ of freckles. These include sim- 


ple freckles and sunburn 
freckles. Both are made more 
prominent by exposure to the 
sun. Simple freckles are usu- 
ally small, tan and round.

Sunburn freckles are larger, 
darker and more irregular in 
shape. You'll find them usual- 
ly on the upper back and 
shoulders. Lentigines is the 
medical term for darker sun- 
burn freckles that do not tend 
to fade in the winter. 
Freckles, although most 
common on the face, can 
occur anywhere on the body 
that is repeatedly exposed to 
sun. While freckles are not 
harmful and rarely lead to 
skin cancer, people who who 
have freckles are at a higher 
risk for other skin conditions, 
which ‘in turn may increase 


their risk of skin cancer. 
That's because a person with 
the pheomelanin type of 
melanin has a lower concen- 
tration of photoprotective 
melanin that guards against 
the harmful effects of UV 
radiation. People with freck- 
les tend to burn more easily 
and need to rely on sunscreen 
and covering their skin to pre- 
vent damage. 

When freckles are present, 
they may fade when the skin 
gets less exposure to the sun. 
But ‘some freckles. will 
remain. Those who are 
embarrassed by freckles can 


be diligent about covering up 
in the sun. There are various 
topical creams that ‘can 
bleach freckles and lighten 
them over time. There also 
are dermatological laser 
treatments to lighten or alinal> 
nate freckles. 

Freckles are a skin catia ‘ 
tion primarly for those of light 
skin who are exposed to sun- 
light. They are largely heredi- 
tary and rarely harmful. 
Those who have concerns 
about the appearance of freck- 
les can visit a dermatologist’ 
to discuss. their options.

Mass. housing sales reach 8-year high 


BOSTON (AP) — More sin- 
gle-family homes were sold in 
Massachusetts last month 
than in any September in the 
past eight years, two organiza- 
tions that track the real estate 
market reported on Tuesday.

$323,625, The Warren Group 
reported. 

The Realtors reported 4,289 
closed sales in September, up 
more than 17 percent from 
September 2012. A nearly 12 
percent jump in‘the median

over-year increases.

and prices was another exam- 
ple of buyer demand outpac- 
ing housing supply and that 
resulted in the most closed 
sales in a September ‘since 
2005," said President 
Kimberly — Allard-Moccia. 
"Interest rates are still low 
and qualified buyers are still 
there, but what we need now 
to get to full recovery is those 
sellers who are holding off, to 
make the commitment to 
sell."

The 
Realtors group reported a.19 
percent jump in year-over- 
year sales, and a nearly 8 per- 
cent boost in median prices.
